= undertaken by the Aſſiſtance: of God, to 


ſpeak to you on this Text; which 'was the 
Bleſſing of Moſes the Man of God, the Servant 
of God, particularly upoa Aber, the, Tribe, of . 4þ- 
EY. | | 
- Now the ſenſe of it is Prophetical: And fo it 
Requires the Diligent Attendance, and Enquiry of 
our Thoughts ; that we may be led into the Spi- 
ritual: and Divine ſenſes and meaning of it. If you 
:look into the Chapter, you will find, that it is the 
Bleſſing, wherewith Moſes the Man of God, Bleſſed 
the. Children of 1/-a:l before-his Death. ? 
, nd if your ſhall ſay, How may this Concern 


us !? 
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It is to be confidered in Anſwer : That whatſover 
hath been ſpoken of Old, by the ſervants of God, in 
Relation to 1/rae! in General ; J/racl, I fay, conſi- 
dered Naturally, in the Natural Stock and Race, 
that proceeded from Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, the 
very ſame, every thing hall have its Courſe, ſhall 
bave iis Complement, {hall have its fulfilling in the 
Spritual Iſrael; in all thole that are the 1/rae/ of 
God. For, as the Apoſtle ſaith to the Galatians, 
Chap. 4. 26. The Feruſalem which is above, is the 
Mother of us all: fo that we are all within what 
was ſpoken of Jern/a/em, and of the Tribes of 1/- 
rael ; if we are indeed the 1/ra! of God: As he 
uſes the very ſame Expreſſion : Peace be upon you, 
and mercy, and upon the Iſrael of God, This . very 
Conſideration ought to Engage us into the Enquiry 
after Divine Truths, with yelation to the natural 
Iſrael. Gal. 6. 6. As many as walk according to this 
Rule, Peace be on them, and Mercy, and upon the 
Iſrazl of God, 

And ſo, what was ſpoken Particularly to the Tribes, 
concerned in ſome regard or other, and ſhall Run 
down upon all the ſervants of God, who are all thoſe 
that make up the Twelve Tribes of 1/-ae/, As we 
find in the Revelation, Chap. 7. which Viſion, I am 
very well Afured ( notwithſtanding ſome indeed 
would ſo Literally Interpret it )- is to be underſtood 
of ſpiritual Iſrael. Ard 1 heard the number of them 
which were ſealed, of every one of the Tribes, or of 
#/l the Tribes of T1/rael. Ver. 4. I fay, it concerns 
the ſpiritual 1/rael, that ſhall keep cloke to God, in 
the Great Antichriſtian Apoftacy. And therefore in 
Relation to them, ſhall all rhe Songs, and Bleſſings. 


that 
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that were. upon 1/7ael, and the Tribes of - it, came 
again (as 1 "ay lo ſpeak. with Reverence ) into 


Force ; they ſhall haye their full Effet upon all 
che Servants of God. Ir is ſaid Rey. 145. Ver. 3. 
They ſung the Song of Muſes the ſervant of God. The 
Song of Moſes the Servant of God, is to have its 
courle again in theſe Witneſſes of the Lamb. And 
ſoithe Bletling,of every one of the Tribes, and the Bleſ.- 
ſing of Aſber, ſhall have ics .Courle, ſhall have its 
full Complement and Iflue, and fullneſs, in all the 
People and Servants of God ; even this very Text that 
I have now read to you, Thy ſhoves ſha'l be Iron and 
Braſs; and as thy days, ſo ſhall thy ſtren; th be, We find 
therefore Rev. 21. that as there was the Names of 
the Apoſtles of the Lamb, upon the twelve foundations ; 
ſo there was alſo twe/ve Gates, and they had upon 
them the Names of the twelve Tribes of the Children of 
Iſrael, Verle 12. 

This therefore I have ſpoken by way of Preface, 
that you-may not think this great Text of Scripture 
is nothing to you, that it is nothing to us: But that 
we may know, that we have our ſhire and our Inte- 
reſt in it, and it ſhall be fulfilled in and upon us, if 
we are the Servants of Gad. 


I come therefore to a more Particular Conſiderati- 
on at this time, of Moſes's Bleſſing on Aſber. 

Here are Two great Branches of this Text. Thy 
Shooes ſhall be Iron and Braſs, and as thy days, ſo ſpall 
thy (krengrh be. Aſper indeed was one of the Sons of 
Jacob by the, Hand:maid of Leab : His, Name imporss 
Bleſſing ; it, was given.to him by the Special Ordiqa- 
tion of God, that he as the Father of one of the Tens 
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of Iſrael, might bear the Memorial of that Bleſſing, 
and Blefſedneſs enſtated on the Spiritual Seed of 4- 
braham, Iſaac, and; Jacob, by God through him in 
whom all the Families of the Earth are Blefled ; and 
in Relation to whom his Mother accounted her {elf 
Bleſſed, in bearing a Son: who ſhould be the' Father 
of one of the Tribes of 1/7ac/, and bear the Type of 
Bleſſedneſs for all the T/rae! of God enſtated upon it by 
tlie God of Jacob, therefore ſhe called his Name: Aſher ; 
that is to- ſay, Bleſſed. And ſaith Moſes, Thy ſhoes 
on be Iron and Braſs, and as thy days, fo ſhall thy 

rength' be; 

» Interpreters give the very literal 'Senſe to-be-rhis-? 
That Aſher had' the Portion, the *Bot'in the Land of 
Canzan, that was a Land of Mines, of Mines of Iron 
and Braſs ; and. that relating-to this, Moſes ſaid, Thy 
ſhooes ſhall be Iron and Braſs: 'Thou ſhalt be! (as « 
were ) ſhod with Iron and Braſs ; and throughour, 
thy Day ſhall be the ſtrength of Iron and Braſs.” 


Job faid, Is my ſtrength the ſtrength of braſ{ ? Now 
herein Aſher is Hh ut # i Sto. of God, 
that their Shooes ſhall be Iron and Braſs, - and their 
Day ſhall have a Proportion of ſtrength,, every way

And therefore I would give you the Spiritual ſenſe 
of theſe *'Words ; and I would give it. you out of 
Scripture, that you may find, that all Scripture has 
a- Relation and a ſtrong. Connettion, -one part of it 
with another, Eph.

Having an Aſſurance of the great Glory of the Go- 
fpei of Peace, rhat ſhall break-out upon. you : And 
having a Preparation upon your' ſelves, a readineſs to 
enter into the Glory, and into the Blefſedneſs of that 
State ; Having your feet ſbod with the preparation of the 
Goſpel of peace, You ſhall find your Feet in- a Spiri- 
tual ſenſe ſhod with Iron and Braſs. 


When any of us have our Feet ſhod with the pre- 
paration of the Goſpel of peace, then are our Shooes 
Iron. and Braſs, then ſhall we be ready and able 
to tread upon Temptation and to overcome: To 
riſe up above the Power of Sin and Death, and to 
trample them under our Feet. Then ſhall we be 
enabled to tread upon the Lyon and- the | Scorpion, 
and upon the very power of the Enexsy, As the Apo- 
ſtle ſpeaks, Rom. 16. 20. The God of peace ſhell bruiſe 
. Satan wnaer your feet ſhortly : This is becauſe their feet 


areſbod with the preparation of the Goſpel of peace. 


- Sothis is the Promiſe in the Spiritual part of it, and 
it ſhall never ceaſe: This Promiſe ſhall have its Ope- 
ration upon-all the Servants. of God ;. eyery one of 
them comes under the Bleſſing of every one of theſF 
Tribes ; ſo this Bleſſing ſhall be accompliſhed and tul- 
filled in them. T7 her ſbooes ſhall be Iron end Braff ; 
and according to their day, lo ſbal/ their ftrength be ;; 
that! is, conſider . ſtrength how: you: will, as I (hall 
preſently particularize to you. As their deys, {oſbgll 
their frength be. 

And thus having Opened to you the General Scope: 
and Senſe of the Text, I ſhalllay down this - Prapoli-

every one of the T wetve Tribes,and ſo 1s Aſher: He 
(hall have a Strength. for the Day, overcoming all 
the power of the Enemy : For this is the Extenſion 
and Largenefs of Spirituality ; Every one in theſe 

Twelve 1 ribes in a Spiritnal. ſenſe, bave a'ſhare in 
every Bleſſing in a Spiritual ſenſe : And therefore up- 
on every Servant of God this Bleſſing is enſtated and 
ſettled, that their Shooes ſhall be of Iron and Braſs; 
their Feet ſhall be (ſhod with the preparation : of 
the Goſpel of peace: and into whatſoever Encoun- 
ter and Combat they come, as their Day is, ſo ſhall 
their ſtrength be ; ever to the uttermoſt State of E- 
ternity it ſelf. | 


I ſhall therefore Propoſe to you, in the firſt Place, 
To open and to enlarge upon the Particulars of this 
Part, that their Shooes ſhall be Iron and Braff: And 
then in the ſecond Place to open and enlarge upon 
that, That as heir day is, ſo ſhall their ſtrength be : And 
then in the third place, I ſhall give you the Argu- 
ments and Reaſons for Aſſerting it, the Demonſtrati- 
ons from Scripture of it: And in the fourth place, I 
ſhall lead you into the Proſpect ( as Moſes gat up to 
take a view of all the Poſſeſſion of the Children of a 
racl) of all thegreat Glory of the Kingdom of Chriſt; 
that is aimed at in all theſe Bleſſings, and principally 
defigned, and conclude with the Application of it. 

I begin with the Firſt : Thy Shoves ſhall be Iron and 


Braff: 
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Braff, that is, Thou fhalt tread upon any thing that 
ſtands in thy way, and thou ſhalc trample it down ; 
thou ſhalt ſubdue it through the Power of Grace. 


And this I ſhall open to you in theſe three or four 
Particulars, wherein the ſtrength of the Servants of 
God, that are every one as every one of the Tribes of 
Iſrael, and as this Tribe of Aſher ; wherein, 


Firſt, It ſhall be ſhew'd, in trampling upon the 
Power of Sin, in the Guile of it ; the treading down 
of the Power of Sin in the Guilr of it ; thar great Mat- 
ter that Satan has againſt the Servants of God in re- 
gard of the guilt that is upon them ; the Accuſations 
wherewith he would even give them not only the 
Foil, but the Fall, the Ruine and Deſtruftion. He 
thinks toſet upon them, and to undermine them, tro 
overthrow their going, as the Exprefſion of Daw is : 
He thinks to overthrow their going in this great poinr, 
that they are Sinners, and lyable co Wrath, and Erer- 
nal Condemnation. Now to be able to tread upon 
the Balilisk, and the Serpent in this matter ; to be 
able to tread upon his Head, requires indeed Feet {9d 
with the preparation of the Goſpel of peace ; that is indeed 
with the SatisfaQtion, with the Blood, and with the 
Death and Reſurreftion and Intercefhion of our Lord 
Jeſus: And who is able to do that, to lay faſt hold 
upcn the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt ? though there be 
nothing ſo deadly as to tread among the Scorpions of 
our own Sins, the Cry of which is againtt us like the 
Blood of A4be/: And therefore ſay, to walk amoaglt 
theſe, it is to walk indeed amongſt the Gates of Death; 
to be treading upon Death it ſelf, that is ready to ile

vp againſt us. Our foorz/teps are hunted, as the ex- 
preſſion of the Plalmiſt is : Hunted by this great Ac- 
Euler of the Brethren ; he follows us into our moſt 
private Retirements, into our Thoughts as far as he 
can divine at them ; our Cloſets, our whole Conver- 
ſation, our Company ; our being at home, our being 
abroad ; our being in Buſineſs, our being in Diver. 
tiſement ; our being in our Trade, our being 1n the 
Duties .of Holineſs, and-drawing nigh to God ; are all 
watcl'd by him ; he hunts our ſteps through all theſe, 
and there are Snares laid for us. As it was the ſtra- 
tagem of thoſe Times in War, that they drove ſharp 
ſtakes of Iron in the way of thoſe that were coming 
out againſt them ; they had need then be ſhod with 
Tron and Brafi, that they might tread upon thoſe Spikes 
of Iron. Now {ſo are the Accuſations of Satan ari- 
ſing trom our Guilt, and when they are armed with 
the Juſtice of God, and the Holineſs and Purity of his 
Law, O ! whar ſhall we do if we are not ſhud with 
Ironand Braff? If we have not the Aſſurance of the 


 Loveof God in Jeſus Chriſt ? As the Apoſtle ſpeaks, 


Rom. 8. ſaith he, We are more than Conquerors through 
him that lowed us. For I am perſwad:d, that neither 
death, nor life, nor Angels, nor prixcipalities, nor powers, 
mor things preſent, nor things to come ;, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other Creature ſhall be able to ſeparate ns 
from the love of God, which is in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord. 


Here are the things that we are to walk amongſt, 
and to tread among{t : Now if we have not Shooes of 
Iron and Braff, how ſhall we be able to walk amongſt 
theſe? But through the Love ot God in Jeſus Chriſt, 
we ſhall bein all theſe things more than Congueronrs. 

O! 
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O' rherefare, let us look to' this,' to have the Feet-of 
our *Conlſciences cif [. may ſo expreſs it )\,to_ have. 


them thod with ro» and Braſs, with that certain 
defence of the Blood of Jeſus : And then as Jeſus 


Chrift ſpeaks of himſelf in that Prophecy of 1/aiah, 


wherein he repreſents himſelf coming out againſt 
his* Adverſaries ; faith he, in 1/a:ah 63. 3. 1 have 
trodden the Wine-preſS alone, andof the people there was 
none with me : 1 will tread them in mine anger, and 
trample them in my fury ; and their blood ſhall be ſprin- 
kled upon my Garment, and I will ſtain all my Rats 
ment. Something like this every Saint may ſay. 
Chriſt will have a Glorious Victory upon all his 
Enemies, whoever, and of what kind ſoever they 
are, Who is he that will condems me, ſaith he in 
another place. He is near that juſtifieth "me : And 
therefore I have ſet my face like a flint ; and I know 1 
ſhall. not be aſhamed, I ſhall not be confounded. When 
we have this Armour. of Proof, this Armour 'of 
the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt on the right Hand, , and 
on the left, we ſhall not be diſcouraged, till we 
have obtained the Victory over all : For he is 
Mighty that is in us, and that hath undertaken for 
us, 'and that hath | a us this great defence 
againſt the Guilt of Sin, againſt the Wrath of God, 
apainſt all, that the Accuſer of our Souls can raiſe 


up againſt us. 


In the Secopd. Place : Our Feet ſhall 'be ſhod with 
Fon and Braff, in regard of all the Temptations to 
Sin, and from the World. However, they may be 


very great, and very ſharp ; what by way of En-

O!if we did bur-hnd that we are ſhod with the. 
preparation of the Gofel of peace, this Tron, and Braf,, 
we ſhould be able ro tread down all the Temprati- 
ons that come to, draw us off from: Gad, agd.to.Sin ;.

If we confider that great Love of God in Jeſus 
Chriſt, who can fin againſt him ? That great Love 
of Chriſt that conſtrains us: If we had the Power 
of dying to Sin, and of living in Newneſs of Life, 
through the Re/arrettion of Jeſus Cari, as the A- 
poſtle admirably expreſſes it, in the firſt Epiſtle of 
John, 5 Chapter, 4 Yer. faith he, Whatſoever is born 
of God, overcometh the World; and this is the Vittory 
that cvercometh the World, ' ever our Faith. Who 
ts he that owvercometh the World, but he that belieueth 
that Teſus is the Son of God * Let us therefore lay 
hold upon the Arguments of the Goſpel, upon the 
Strength and Power of Jeſus Chriſt, in the Faith of 
his great undertaking : In that Faith. let us 'go out 
and Conquer, let us go out and prevail. *O! how 
would it raiſe us above this World, above the 'fears 
of it, above the delights of it, above the pleaſures 
of it ! if we had but the Power of this Faith, if we 
had but this Viftory of Faith in us, and upon us. 


In the Third Place, it would enable us to tread 
even upon Death it felf ; upon all the AfiCtions that 
are in our way to Heaven, and upon that King of 
Ferrors, Death it {elf : For, though indeed we ap- 
prehend Death to be nothing but a Privation of Life 
1a the General ; yet we know as we are Chriſtians, it 


isan Inlet into Eternity : Even Nature ſtarts at it, as 
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it.is a.Ceflation, and putting an end to. the life and 
mbtion, and aCtion wherein we are converſant now ; 
it looks much more dreadful to us, as it opens into 
Eternity, But if we were but ſhod with Iroz and 
Braff, we ſhould find theſe Shooes of Iron and Braſs 
would carry us through, and we ſhould be able to 

tread even upon the ſharpneſs of Death, and t 
Grave .; we ſhould find = great Power of Jeſus. 
Chriſt enabling of us, becauſe he has overcome 
Death: Even as he. has. overcome the World, ſo. 
he has overcome Death. We ſhould never leave 
trying and proving this Armour of God upon the 
Feet of our Souls, till we find that we can walk 
even upon Graves, and upon our own Graves ; + a+ 
mong the Tombs, and not 'be affrighied when we.

not only come and die when we | mult die, but be- 
fore-hand we ſhould be armed-at theſe very points, 
I» we ſhould find our :Shoges herein to'be of. Iron and: 
Braſs. Obſerve how- triumphant David. ſpeaks in 
the 234. Pſalm, Tea, though I walk through the-Valley. 
of the ſhadow of death: Where I don't know, what 
may lye in my way, what may riſe up/ againſt me ;. 
| I do not know what are the Secrets, what Ambul- 
| cades there are in the Valley of Death; I don't 
know what Powers are appointed and. prepared to, 
Deſtroy. Tea, - (in the 4th. Verſe) though 1 walk: 
through the Valley of the ſhadow of Death, . 1 will fear 
no evil, for tho. art with me, &c, This would bear 
us through, and carry us with great Reſolution, 'and 
with undauntedneſs of Courage : For, the. great ex- 
preſſion 
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eſſion of our Attion (you know, in Scripture ) 
15 very much in our feer, 1n our walking. Now there- 
fore, to have our Feet thus ſhod, ic would enable 
us to get up above thele things ; to be aloft over the 
things that are ſo dreadful and terrible to Fleſh and 
Blood. Hab. 3. 9. The Lord is my ſtrensth, and he 
will make my feet like Hinds feet, and he will make 
me to walk upon mine high places: And therefore I 
can ſing, I can ſet a Song to the Chief Singer on my 
ſtringed Inſtruments. Becauſe I have ſuch an Aſſu+ 
rance, ſuch an Elevation and Exultation of Soul in 
the Lord, I will rejoyce in the Lord, (Ver. 18.) and 
glory in the God of my Salvation, although the Fig-tree 
ſhall not bloſſom, &c. Although there be no-outward 
appearance of Good. O how timerous, how Cow- 
ardly are we, how ready to be. aftrighted at any 
appearance of Death ! that in all our Diſcourſe -we 
cannot endure the thing Dyinz: But were our Shooes 
but of Iron and Braff, it would be -ealie, | the way 
would be plain before us, we ſhould be able to ſtrike 
through every thing, and to the overcoming of it. 


And then 


In the Laſt place, Our: Shooes being of ro» and 
Braſs,, we ſhall be born up even when we have 
paſs'd out of the Body :. For, though indeed .we -do: 
not know the things that are beyond Death, -none 
have come back to give us an-Account, -how it-is 
with Spirits when they have left the Body : L- ſay, 
-none have come to give us Account ; .-only: the Word' 
of God, that aſlures us, -and tells. us, that : we : ſhall 


be upon Precipices, when we go out-of the: "World,

if were not apprehended by Chriſt; Though un- 
doubtedly Satan hath way-laid the way of Spirits 
going out of the Body, with all the Incumberances 
he can poſſibly. As I told you before, ' it was the 
method of tormer times in War, they took care to 
lay whatever could incommode their Enemies Feet, 
with Stakes of Iron and Braſs, that might make 
the paſſage very difficult. So. undoubtedly, that 
lot and undone =_ that Envious Spirit, that 
great Adverſary of Souls, does whatever he can do 
to way-lay oo going our of the Body, and enter- 
ing into the State of Erernity, and going up to the 
Throne of God, and the Throne of Chrif, he does 
whatever he can do; but theſe Shooes of 1lrom and 
Bra/s ſhall carry us through. Jefus Chrift himſelf 
hath taken care to remove him out of the way, fo 
far as is neceſſary : and the great Action of the Spi- 
rit ofa Saint going up to Chriſt, and going up to 
God, it ſhall be ſuſtained and maintained by him, 
and he will arm us wherein ſoever we lye open to 
Diſadvantage, and to Danger : There will Chriſt 
more peculiarly provide ; for I make no doubt, there 
is no one ſingle motion of the Spirits of Saints, but 
Chriſt hath ſo guarded, and fo taken care of, as 
that very motion that we read of, Erccle/. 12. 7. The 
Duſt returning to the Earth as it was, and the Spirit 
to God that gave it. Now, what are ( asI ſaid be- 
fore ) the Ambuſcades? What are the ſecret Li- 
nings of the way (as we ſpeak in Terms of War ) 
lining all the Avenues of the way we know not ? 
Satan hath lined them all with what may utterly ſpoil 


and deterr our morion up to God. 


But 
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But Jeſus Chriſt having firſt armed us with Shoxes 
of Iron and Braff, he himſelf will be found in the: 
way, and he'll ſuſtain our paſſage, and cover our 
paſiage, and-bear up all our motions unto God. 


_ And ſo I have: apened the firlt of the great Ex- 
prefſions of the Bleſſedieſs that Moſes expreſſes of 
Aſber ; Thy Shooes ſhall be Iron and Braff : Of which,, 
all the Mines:that were in the. Lot of Afber, in-thar 
part of his poſſeſſion, they were but Types to- ſet out: 
this Almighty Power,. this Almighty ſtrengrh of God: 
unto Salyation. 


And therefore; I ſhall cloſe this Head of 'Difcoutſe 
with that in, the 44h Chapter of the Epilile"to the;

I come to the Second, which is a very great Ex- 
preſiion : As thy Days, ſo ſhall thy ſtrength be. TI 
know ſome tranſlate the word, ſignifying /rength, 
to this ſenle ; As thy Days, ſo ſhall thy Fame be : But 
this is rejected by the moſt Judicious Jewiſh, as 
other Interpreters; ſo- I would open (it. to you in 
theſe following! Particulars, that you may know 
what is the Importance of it : As thy Day, or, as thy 
Days, ſo ſhall thy Strength be. | 


In the firſt place it 'ſignifes, That at any- time 
when God ſees fit to bring us-within the encounter 
of Danger, then he will take care by a peculiar 
Preſence, by a peculiar undertaking for us, by a pe- 
culiar Furniture, and preſent Suggeſtion, - that we 
ſhall be carried through. In that Hour {hall. be: g4- 
ven a Mouth, and ſo a Strexgth, the Adverſary ſhall 
not be able to reſiſt ; for he knows what the Day 
is, and he will accordingly provide, he will give a 

roportion of ſtrength according . unto that : He 
Ls what kind 'of Day it.is, what Ingredients 
it has, what kind of Temperature, how. every thing 
ſhall fall out : Now faith God, and faith our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, I muſt conſider what a Day ſuch a 
Servant of mine is to come: under, and: what he is 
to undergo; I muſt therefore. take care that he 
has a ſtrength proportionable,” that he. have | a 
ſtrength ſuitable ro it, P/al. 27. 1. ſaith Da

wid, The Lord is my Light, and my Salvation, whom 
ſhall I fear? The Lord is the ſtrength of my life, of 
whom ſhall I be afraia? When the wicked, even mine 
enemies and my foes came upon me to eat up my fleſh, 
they ſFumbled and fell. Though an Hoſt ſhould encamp 
az ainſt me, my heart ſhall not fear ; though War ſhould 
riſe againſt me, in this will I be confident. Here is 
the great Aſſurance of the Servants of God, that let 
the Day be as dark, let the Day be as Critical a 
Day as can be, let it bea Day of the greateſt de- 
cilion, yet he that hath an Infinity of ſtrevgth, 
and that knows the Day to every particular Aion 
of it, he will take care that there ſhall be a Furni- 
ture and Proviſion of {ſtrength ſuitable to it. 


And though you may ſay, (for ſo you may Ob- 
jet) Aye, but do not oftentimes the Servants of 
God ſtumble and fall ? Have they not great Falls 


and great Defeats, as it were ? 


It is true, it may be ſo; even as the Children 
of Iſrael in that of 4s, when the Accurſed thing was 
taken- by Achan : But there ſhall be no reſt of things, 
till God hath reclaimed, and brought them back : 
He'll never leave, till he hath brought them back 
again - he'll bring a freſh ſtrength, he'll rally their 
force again, and as their Day is, /o ſhall their ſtrength 
be : For he hath ſet down and counted what is ne- 
ceſſary to come againſt the ſtrength, againſt the 
Power of ſuch a Day, and he will be ſure to take 
care in it. - Demt. 33. 26. _ is wone "like _—_ 
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od of Jeſuran, who.rideth. upyn ;the Heaven. in thy 
help, and in\his excellency on the Sky ; 'the Eternal God 
i thy Refuge, and underneath ave the everlaſting Arms, 
apd he ſhall thruſt out the Enemy from before thee, and 
ſhall ſay, Deſtroy thew.

dn the Second Place, it fignifies this, That 'to the 
Jdength of days, I lay, that to: we longeſt of days, that 
God has allotted- to any of his: Servants, /o {ball thrir 
ſtrenorh be. To theilength of Days ;«if God: hath 
determined to any of his Servants a ſhort Life, that 
2 great deal of Lite may ;be gathered :wup inte a little 
Tune: As is their day, ſo fbell their ſtrens th be ;, that 
is,. they..ſhall fnd'a propertiion of .

Ta;:ſhew that 'the Lord is upright : he is' my Rocky 
aud there is 'no"unrighteonſneſs' inbim.. i 
God is carefull in this; Tt ſhall not be. ſaid; 
That there is any Unrighteoulneſs *1n Ham; Ic ſhall 
not be ſaid; He left any: of- his - Servants in' their | 
Old Age, He was weary-.of them in their Old: 
Age: But they ſhall __— the''Paknitres}' 
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and they ſhall be fat and flouriſhing. For, the 
Grace of God is able to run a Line Parallel with 
the longeſt of any of our Lives; and his Grace 
ſhall be ſufficient for us, even to the very laſt, and 
in the very end of Days : As I have already ſpv- 
ken to you. 


But then there is a Third, and Higher ſenſe : 
As thy Days, ſo ſhall thy ſtrength be. Now, as 
his Shooes are of Iron and Braſs ; fo his Dayes 
are to be numbred, even in that Kingdom of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and that Kingdom of Eternity. There 
is therefore a ſtrength ſuitable to that State of 
Glory , of Eternal 'Glory and Salvation, in the 
Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 


Conſider, Indeed it-is a length of Duration be- 
yond, Expreſſion, beyond Comprehention. The 
thouſand. years: that .the Scripture. ſpeaks of; that 
the,-Kiagdom of. Chriſt ſhall be - 1n vihble-Glory ; 
that is, fully taken care for, and the ſtate: of Eter- 
nity. attet that, or the ſtate of Ecernity rather com- 
prehending that, and one. with it : Of that Kingdom 
there ſhall be -no 'end, "for as the Day, or Days 
of Eternity, ſo their. ftrength ſhall be the ſtrength 
of Eternity. So-in...that vaſtneſs .of .Erernity,'. a 
Created Being that could not uphold and bear up 
it ſelf, it ſhall be born up by that Fountain of Life 
that is” in. God, and by that Great Mediator of 
Life, the . Lord Jeſus Chriſt: He will take care; 
that even. throughout Everlaſtings of Everlaſtiogs, 
there ſhall not. be the leaſt 'RetraRion, a retraQing; 
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a drawing back of the Powers and Spirits of Life. 


As the Days of Eternity, fo ſhall be the ſtrength, 


of the Servants of God. 


O! how unſpeakable, how incomprehenſibly Glo- 
rious is this, that God hath ordained for everlaſting 
every one of our Spirits ! Ir is not a Life of fifty, 
ſixty, eighty, or a hundred Years, or any ſuch Time 
to live the Life of Senſe and Body. 


. Itis all nothing, how long ſoever it be. Weſay, 
*twas a wonderful Providence that kept Methuſelah 
fo long, to ſo great an Age, to reach almoſt to a 
thouſand: Years. Alas ! this is nothing, though it 
be- very. great ; yet we ſhould think, if we lived 
hundreds of Years in this Life, how ſhould we do 
for the Supports ol it, and for the Vigours of it. 


But now our Days are for the Days of Eternity; 
but-' as our Days, fo ſhall our ſtrength be. And 
God hath aſſured this to us, ia the 16#h. P/alm, 
laſt Verſe, Thou wilt ſhew me the path of life ; m thy 
preſence us fulnefs of joy, and at thy right hand there are 
pleaſures for evermore : SO that every way, take the 
Days of the Servants of God how we will, as are our 
Days, ſo-{hall be our ſtrength, 


F come to the third Thing I Propoſed, and that 
was, to Argue the Certainty of this ; I ſay, to ar- 
gue the certainty of it, and it ſtands upon theſe 
two Conſiderations, which I ſhall very briefly pre-

Immenſe Being, and I'll take care and ſecure it every 
moment. How ſafe are we | As we find 'in that Song 
God commanded to be ſung, 1/a.

And then in the. ſecond->place, it ariſes from that

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I am perſwaded, we are not able to ſpeak of the 
great Security that Jeſus Chriſt is, between the 
Eternal God, and ſuch Creatures as we are. We 
do not know it, we ſhall know it, but we do not 
yet know it ; noone is able to exprels it to us, as the 
thing it ſelf is. We are not able to Declare or Ex- 
preſs the thing plearifully, as the expreſſion is in Job. 
Plentifully as it is, it is rather a, matter of Profeſſion 
to us, Or a matter of Confeſſion of Faith, and we 
cannot tell how to ſay it otherwiſe : But Oh the 
Infinite value of it, the Infinite Security of it, that 
it holds God and all his Saints rogether, that they 
- never be Divorced, they never ſhall be ſepara- 
ted. 


This I fay, the Interpoſal of Chriſt, it is ſo faſt, 
ſo ſtable, ſo firm a thing, that all that can be ſpo- 
ken of it, is not any way equal to it. All the Diſ- 
courſes, though they are never ſo wiſe” and good, 
betwixt the Creator end the Creature ; betwixt In- 
finite Mind, and the Intellectual and Rational Crea- 
ture; though they are expreſs'd never ſo well in 
the main, and never ſo true ; though men are never 
ſo Great and Wiſe in theſe Diſcourſes ; they cannot 
come near the high ſenſe of the Expreſſions of our 
Lord in this Great Point, who hath Loved us, and 


' Reconciled us, and in whom the Creature loſt in it ſelf 


is united Spiritvally ro God in him, 


' Mendonot enough conſider that Indifſoluble Centre 
of Union our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who can never be re-

To con(ider this, and to: underſtand. this; Þ ſay, 1 
do not know who is able to expreſs. the thing as.it 
is, to declare the thiog plentifully as it. it is.

Now I ſay, nocwnhſtanding this, there is-a told 
of things, even now, that can never be turn'd off: 
There is a Conhbulation, as I may fo call it; a 
Claſp of things, held by God and Jeſus Chriſt now, 
that can never be ſeparated; Bur it muſt come into a 
mcre Triumphant State ; and it muſt come to that, 
that it muſt be vifible. And therefore, as I have often 
ſaid, there is a Thouland years to make it fo, wherein 
there ihall be a mutual Aſpeft of God on the Saints, 
and of the Saints on God, that ſhall be made viſible to 
all: And the Wicked ſhall grieve, and look on and 
wonder to fee, and gnalh their Teeth to ſee what a 
Union here is ftruck and Conſolidated betwixt God 
and the Souls of his Saintsthrough Jetus Chrift. 

It will be their Horror and Aſtoniſhment for ever : 
And therefore Chriſt ſpeaks in that 1776. of John, I

World way believe that thou haſt fent me, and haſt loved 
them, as thou haſt loved me, (latter part of the 
21#, Verſe: ) That the World may know it, and 
that the World may believe it : This 'is that which 
God will take care to ſhew, hell magarfe himſelf by 
at that Day. Then ſhall all the Servants of God come 
out in their Shooes of Braſs and Iron, (as I may fo 
expreſs it) and they fhall tread down x hr £ ing 
that hath been an Enemy to them, rhey ſhall trea 
ir down as the 'Mire of the Areer ; they fhaff come 
out Armed, and trample the Nations in Anger, and 
Fury, for is is' given to them, even as to Chriſt ;

| When the Servants of God come to be in AMitti- 
on, and come ro Dye, Why then ſayes the Enemy, 
where is the Lord thy God ? Where are theſe Shooes 
of Iron and Braſs ? where is this Strength according 
to the Day ? where is the, Lord thy God ? Mine 
eyes ſhall behold her. Ill look upon them, Villaugh 
at them, T'|l ſcorn them, becauſe I ſee no ſuch thing. 
But faith the Spirit of God, Now (ball they be trod- 
den aows 4s the mire of the firects, All the Enemies 
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of God ſhall be trodden down as the mire. of the 
ſtreets: And as David in the 18:h. Pſalm, expreſſes 
with what Courage and Power, and mighty Suc- 
ceſs he weat out againlt his Enemies; faith he, 
Then did I beat them ſmall 4s the duſt : and thou haſt 
given me the ſhie/d of thy Salvation, and thy right hand 
hath holden me up, ( Ver. 35.) Thy gentleneſs hath 
made me great : Thou haſt enlarged my ſteps under me, 
that my feet did not flip. My Feet were ſhod with 
Iron and Braſs, that they did not lip. 

As you know Shooes of Iron and Braſs they keep 
ſteady and firm, not ſlippery.

Sinners as we are ? How can we look for ſuch a thing 
as this is? Do we not find that we are Men of the 
ſame lnfirmities, ofthe ſame Paſlions,of the ſame Cor- 
ruptions ? Therefore Micah goes on, Micah 7.18, Who 
is a God like unto thee, that. pardoxeth iniquity, and 
paſſeth by the tranſgriſſion of the remnant of his heritage ? 
He retaineth not his anger for ever, becauſe he delipht- 
eth in mercy. He will turn again, he will have compal- 
Fon upon us ; he will ſubdue our iniquities, and thou wilt 
caſt all their ſins into the depth of the S*a, Thou wilt 
perform the truth to Facob, and the mercy to Abraham, 
which thau haſt ſmorn unto our Fathers from the days of 014.
